Of all the possible nominees men- 
tioned in the past. General (Rej.) 
Tataa Magdoub appeared to have 
the best prospects. He has taken 
part almost in an peace talks with 
Israel. Another name mentioned 
was that of Izzat Abdul-Latif, 
Egypt’s former ambassador to Jor- 
dan. who has been heading his 
country’s working groups for the 
autonomy tniim- 

Mnrtada was ambassador to 


Morocco, where the Egyptians ex- 
tended their first peace feelers with 
Israel, reportedly at secret 
meetings In Rabat with former 
fbrelgB minister Moshe Dayan. He 
was recalled home last April when 
Morocco, along with 17 otiier Arab 
states, broke off diplomatic ties 
with Cairo to protest the peace trea- 
ty with Israel. Since then Murtada 
has been the director of media af- 
fairs at the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry. 

A 1044 graduate of the law faculty 
at Cairo Unlverai^, Murtada, 97, 
has been In the Foreign Ministry 
since 1948. serving in India. 
Yugoslavia, Belgium. Rumania 
and Saudi Arabia among other 
places. Me was ambassador In 
three coui^es: the United Arab 
Emirates, Senegal and Morocco. 

Whether he has Indeed been nam- 
ed ambssaador to Israel ia llkely-to 
be clarified at the summit talks 
between Premier Menahem Begin 
and President Anwar Sadat this 
week in Aswan. TTic prime minister 
will fly to the resort city in southern 
Egypt tomorrow for a four-day 
vlait. The two men will review 
current developments in the Middle 
Bast, the scope of normalisation of 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. and the progress of ongoing 
negotiations on autonomy for the 
West Bank and the Gasa Strip. 

Israel has already named Dr. 
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Sharon farm 
proposals to 
cabinet today 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon will try to put his own farm 
in order at today’s cabinet meeting, 
suggesting that the state provide 
controls over the farm’s managr- 
ment. 

Interviewed on Israel 
Television's weekly news roundup 
on Friday. Sharon said he had no in- 
tention of leaving the government, 
and that arrangements would have 
to be found to permit him to retain 
ownership of his Shlkmlm farm. 

The minister has recently been 
under fire for what 1s seen, within 
the cabinet too, as a conflict of in- 
terests. Recently, the Kennet Com- 
mittee (the second of its kind) set 
up to examine his continued 
ownership of the farm, insisted that 
he must divest himself of it or leave 
the government. 

Farming la a way of life for him. 
and not merely a business, Sharon 
said on Friday. He also said that the 
current rule.s requiring ministers to 
give up their business Interests 
meant that no agriculturalist could 
ever again be agriculture minister, 
whereas in the past most had been 
farmers. 

Sharon said he had bought the 
farm, which had been for sale for 
two years, when he left the IDF in 
1978. Since he could not raise suf- 
ficient loans to finance the 
purchase in Israel, he borrowed 
from a bank in the U.S. He had tried 
to let the farm, he said, but this had

Ministers to discuss new budget 

Prescription for 1980: 
lower living standards

The general guidelines of the 
coming year’s state budget, which 
will apparently be discussed today 
by the eeonomle cabinet, call for 
lowering the standard of living. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvltz 
waa due to bring the preliminary 
hndget proposals to the whole 
cabinet last week, but differences 
with a number of ministries, 
primarily defence and housing, 
prevented him from asking for ap- 
proval. The memory of Slmba 
BhrUeb'fl blimder last year — when 
a majority of mlnlaters voted 
against his budget — was certainly 
In Hurvitz's mind. ^ 

The Bank of . Israel and the 
Treasury are concerned by the rise 
in Israelis’ standards of living, 
despite Inflation, despite the rise in 
fuel costa and despite Increasing 
defence needs. In a letter to Hur- 
vitz, his economic adviser Efralm 
Dovrat pointed out that In 1979, 60 
per cent of the Increase in national 
income went for private consump- 
tk>n, and only 20 per cent for export 
In 1977, on the other hand, most of 


the Increase went for export, and 
onl}’ a small amount for private 
' consumption. Private consumption 
per capita rose by 4-9 per cent In 
1979. 

In a radio interview, Bank of 
Israel Governor Arnon Gafny alao 
called for a lower standard of liv- 
ing. Me described the current level 
as beyond the country’s means, and 
said it could be maintained only if 
Israelis In all fields work harder. 

Gafny said that if the country’s 
residents continue to behave as 
they have for the lost four years. 
UartLsVa foreign currency reserves 
are likely to dry up. due to Import 
growth stemming from private and 
public consumption alike. We 
should expect hardship both from 
OPEC and from the defence 
budget. Gafny warned. 

The new budget states tbat, dur- 
ing the coming year, there will be 
price rises In services by govern- 
ment and public Institutions, un- 
iversity tuition, Kupat HoUm dues 
and health services. There will also 
be at least a partial cutback in child 
allowances for the first two 
children.

Winter roars baek in; 
snow flurries in J’lem

Temperatures plummeted, 
Winds roared and rain, sleet, snow 
and sa.*id blew through the country' 
yesterday as winter made a return 
appearance following a u*eek of 
clear skies. 

Jerusalem saw Its first 
snowflakes of the season, and In 
several high areaspf the city, a thlr. 
blanket of white covered the 
ground. Hebron reported 10 cm. of 
snow. 

Emergency snow headquarters 
went on alert in the capital In case 
of further snow fall during the 
night. The city urged residents "to 
be patient" in case bread and milk 
deliveries are held up this morning. 

Schools and kindergartens will be 
open today no matter what, it waa 
announced in Jerusalem and Safad 
lost night. 

Early yesterday morning, a driv- 
ing rain, accompanied by wind, 
lightning and thunder, began in 
Western Galilee and continued 
almost non-stop throughout the 


day. Wadis w*ere flooded and many 
power lines were down, causing 
blackouts in Acre, Haifa and 
elsewhere. 

Over 4S0 millimetres of rain have 
already fallen this winter in 
Western Galilee, where the annual 
average Is 6S0mm. 

The storm brought more snow to 
the Mt. Hermon ski area on the 
Golan Heights, but Its strength forc- 
ed closure of the site yesterday, and 
hundreds of people who came to 
enjoy nrlnter spo^ actlvitiea were 
turned back. 

Morning flurries nirned Into a 
heavy rain in Upper Galilee, but 15 
cm. of the white flakes piled up at 
Merom Hagolan. Several walls and 
trees vrere felled by the storm In 
Safad. 

ITie Negev remained dry yester- 
day. but raging winds blew* up 
heavy sandstorms In the Beersheba 
area. 

The dut>* meteorologist last night 
predicted continued cold weather 
for today, with occasional showers. 


Soviet spy ship sighted again

A Soviet spy ship disguised as a 
trawler has again been sighted 
some 30 km. off the coast of Israel, 
after an absence of about seven 
months, it used to maintain a per- 
manent presence in the area. 

Observers in Israel said last night 
that they attribute the ship's return 
to the Soviets* desire to monitor 
Amerlean naval movements in the 
area. It may also have been sent in 
anticipation of America's use of 
Israel andL^or Egypt as a base of 
operations. Th,; U.S. State Depart- 


ment last w'cek said this option was 
under consideration. 

According to reports published in 
the past, the ship contains highly 
sopli^tleated electronic equipment 
capable, among other tbin^. of 
monitoring all radio-telephone 
communications along the 
Mediterranean seaboard. 

It has always remained just out- 
side the territorial waters of Israel 
and Egypt, but has been known to 
put in to Latakia, In Syria, for 
' rdpairs.’ 


Libya cuts all aid to Arafat’s Fatah 


TRIPOLI (AP|. — Libya yesterday 
announced it was breaking 
relations with Yasser Arafat and 
cut off aid to Fatah, his Palestinian 
terrorist group, because he has 
"deviated from the path of armed 
struggle," 

The announcement came during 
the current session of the General 


People’s Congress. Libya’s top 
policy-making assembly. 

The rift topped long-rimmering 
friction between Libyan strongman 
Muammor Gaddafi and Arafat. 

Arafat’s representative In 
Tripoli, Abu Tarik, left Libya last 
month after the two sides bad ex- 
changed harsh criticism.

Soviets say 
U.S. reverts 
to Cold War 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday charged tbat the U.S. 
retaliatory steps for the Soviet In- 
tervention In Afghanistan “are 
borrowed from the arsenal of the 
Cold War." The Russians also tried 
last night to block the UN Security 
Council debate on the crisis, asser- 
ting that It would amount to in- 
terference in Afghanistan's inter- 
nal affairs. 

Id Washington, U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter on BTlday night an- 
nounced a partial grain embargo 
against the Soviet Union. He said 
the moves were "to make it clear 
that the Soviet Union cannot behave 
thiii way with impunity." 

In a lO-mlnute ^eeeb, Carter 
said he was halting the shipment of 
17 million tons of grain, valued at 
$2m. U.S. officials said they believ- 
ed other nations, including Canada 
and Australia, would refrain from 


making up the deficit. 

Carter warned that unopposed 
aggression becomes a "contagious 
disease" and called the December 
27 intervention in Afghanistan "a 
deliberate effort of a powerful 
atheistic government to subjugate 
an independent Islamic people." 

The grain embargo is expected to 
cost the U.S. government about 
58b.. officials said.

Factional violence 
kills 26 in Iran 


TEHERAN. Violent clashes 
between followers of Iran’s two 
leading ayatollahs spread 
throughout the country yesterday. 
Close to 30 people were killed and 
hundreds injured during the 
demonstration of supporters of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini and 
Ayatollah Kazem Shariat-Madari. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh faced a fresh 
diplomatic challenge yesterday 
after students holding 49 American 
hostages asked him to band over 
Bruce Laingen, the U.S. charge 
d'affaires In Teheran. 

Laingen went to the Foreign 
Ministry shortly after the student 
supporters of Khomeini seized the 
U.S. embassy on November 4, and 
has been held at the ministry in 
protective custody ever since. 

Last night the state televlaion 
reported that 26 people were killed 
and 76 injured in violence between 
Sunnis and Shi’ites in Bandar 
Langheh. a port city on the Persian 


Gulf near the Straits of Hormuz in 
southern Iran. 

In Tabriz, hospital sources 
reported yesterday that at least 150 
people were treated for cuts, knife 
wounds and broken limbs. 

The sources said rival 
demonstrators clashed In the cen- 
tre of the city, capital of east Azer- 
baijan province, and there was 
fighting near the university and 
government buildings. 

In another development, the 
spiritual leader of Iran’s Kurdish 
minority, Sheikh Ezzedin Hosaelnl, 
called yesterday for 
demonstrations throughout Kur- 
distan today to demand the uncon- 
ditional withdrawal of Islamic 
rei'olutionary guards from the 
region.

New U.S. policy may kill 
chances to export Efirs

WASHINGTON. ~ Israel’s, hopes 
for exporting Kfir jet fighten to 
Taiwan suffered another blow on 
Friday when the Carter ad- 
ministration dropped Its earlier ban 
preventing U.S. aircraft manufac- 
turers from designing and building 
warplanes specifically for foreign 
countries. 

The U.S. policy reversal, an- 
DDunced by the State Department, 
opens the way for several U.S. 
defence contractors to develop a 
new, intermediate category of 
fighters.

On 'niursday, U>S. officials an- 
nounced that Taiwan's bid to 
purchase the U.S. warplanes had 
been rejected once again. That 
resulted in some quick speculation 
that Taiwan might now go ahepd 
with a KQr purchase. 

But those hopes were dashed 24 
hours later when the State Depart- 
ment announcement of the major 
roversal in U.S. policy was made. 

In 1978, Israel received U.S. per- 
mission to export the Kfir to 
Taiwan.

Arabs nervous about superpower rivaliy in M.E.

BEIRUT (Renter). — The Soviet 
military intervention in 
AtghsidslsJi has raised Arab fears 
of a superpower scramble for tbe 
Middle East at tbe expense of its 
people. 

Less than a weitiLafter thousands 
of Russian troops backed by tanks 
and artillery poured into 
AfghanistsA to support the newly 
installed government there, the 
Americans said tbey were looking 
for mllita^ bases In the Middle 
East to counter the Soviet move. 

"If the -superpowers had their 
way," said an Arab.diplomat here, 
"their soldiers would be all over tbe 
place, and never mind our 
sovereignty." 

American statements on the 
possibility of U.S. mfiitazy bases in 
the Middle East came against the 
baekgrou^ of a chorus of Arab 
condemnation of the Soviet action 
in A/ghaztistan, seen by many Arab 
countries as an assault on Isiaih. 

But seasoncid diplomats here dis- 
missed as Western wishful thinking 
speculation that the Soviet Union’s

Iraq concerned about A^haiiistan 


BAGHDAD (AP). — "Al-Thawra," 
tbe official newspaper of Iraq's rul- 
ing Ba'ath parth, said on Friday the 
Soviet "occupation" of Afghanistan 
has caused concern to countries 
linked to the Soviet Union through 
friendship bonds. Iraq is linked to 
the Soviet Union through a 
friendship and cooperation treaty. 

"Al-Thawra" said the Soviet 
presence in Afghanistan "Is not be- 
ing welcomed by tbe Afghan people 
and eventually the Soviet mission 
will not be an easy one.” 


"The Soviet Intervention In 
Afghanistan will ploy a role in 
determining the outcome of the con- 
fused situation in Iran, conclusively 
or seml-conclusively in 1980, either 
in favour of the U.S. or the Soviet 
Union," the paper added. 

In Cairo. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat on Friday again 
offered the U.S. use of Sgy^an 
facilities if it wants to defend the 
Persian Gulf, but he said they 
would not Include military bases.

"If the Americans think It Is 
enough to press the anti-Soviet, 
anti-atheist panic button to get 
what they want, they are In for a 
surprise.

"Dominating smaller nations has 
been the law of superpowers at all 
times J’ the newspaper of tbe ruling 
Ba’ath Party said In an editorial 
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which concluded, in effect, that the 
So\ict Unitm was Just as bad as the 
U.S. 

Kuwait, the only country on the 
oil-rich Gulf where the Kremlin has 
an embassy, issued an official 
statement expressing fears that the 
Soviet move into Afghanistan would 
give "other big powers” cause for 
intervention elMwhere In the Mid- 
dle East. 

The left-wing newspaper "A- 
Saflr" in Beirut was more direct. It 
charged that the U.S. wanted to use 
the Arabs os a weapon with which 
to fight the Russians and win the 
w’ar in Afghanistan. 

The only .Arab country which 
openly offered military bases to the 
Americans was Egypt, an outcast 
in the Arab world tocause of its 
peace treaty with Israel. 

Nevertheless. Defence Deport- 
ment spokesman Tom Ross an- 
nounced In Washington that the 
U.S. was studying the possibility of 
obtaining rights to military bases in 
the Gulf and might send technical 
teams to tbe Indian Ocean region to 
study sites for bases for U.S. forces. 

He said the U.5. was not seeking 
permanent bases but wanted per- 
mission to use air and naval 
faculties during crisis periods. 

Western diplomats here said such 
temporary bases would be used to 
stockpile supplies for a quick in- 
tervention fo^ now being set up to 
defend U.S. interests anywhere in 
the world. 

But it was open to conjecture 
which Arab country would be 
prepared to Identify itself as closely 
with Uie U.S. as Egypt and Israel, 
which both offered bases In the 
wake of the Soviet lnter\’entton in 
Afghanistan.

Ellahu Ben-EUssor, the director of 
the Prime Minister’s Office, as its 
first ambassador to Cairo. The 
designation of Ben-EUssar, who 
played a key role in the initial 
plums of the peace negotiations 
with Egypt, was warmly received 
in Cairo, particularly Sadat. 

Israel and Egypt are to exchange 
ambassadors on Febnuuy 26 — 
four weeks after the normalization 
of relations between them. 

Over the weekend the scope of nor- 
malization still appeared unresolv- 
ed, despite reports from Cairo that 
Sadat will take advantage of his 
Aswan summit with Begin to order 
his government to proceed with foil 
normalization. 

Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghall said 
over the weekend that the nor- 


malization of relations was a means 
toward achieving a comprehensive 
settlement in the region — and not 
an end. 

"Normalization is connected to a 
final Israeli withdrawal fr o m all oc- 
cupied territories, and to a settle- 
ment in all Arab lands," Ghall said 
fai an interview with Cairo Radio. 

Ghall has often linked the 
development of relations between 
Egypt and Israel with the progress 
in negotiations tor West Bank and 
Gaza autonomy — a notion which 
Ben-EUssar dismissed In a 
weekend interview with Israel 
Radio. 

"It's not going to be easy," Ben- 
Ellssar cautioned when asked how 
he saw relations developing. He 
recalled that the two countries were 
embarking on normalizing ties 
after 30 yean of confrontation, en- 
mity and suspicion.

The demonstration came tZie day 
after UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim ended a four-day mission 
that failed to gain releoae of the 
hostages. 

Wal^elm said at the UN on Fri- 
day that he was glad to return alive 
from hla visit. 

"My impression is that the altua- 
tion is much more serious than 
many people believe," he told a 
press conference. 

He cautioned against expecting 
an early release of the American 
hostages. "1 expect further 
problems. 1 do not expect a quick 
solution,” be said. rAP. Reuter)

Jerosalem Poet Reporter 
Shalom (the Zeigermacher) 
MOdKovltz, Israeli leading salve 
painter and the last genuine link 
with the folk painters ot 18th and 
19th century Safad, died la the 
Galilee town on Thimday evening 
and was buried there on Friday. 


He Is survived by his second wife, 
a son and two daughters. 


Bom in Safad Just after the turn 
of the century (hla exact age was 
unknown), Moscovltz, a retired 


poverty-stricken watchmaker, 
began painting at the age of ap- 
pr^mately 96. A deeply religious 
man, his work cooabted chle^ of 
niuBtrotions of the Bible, each part 
of the picture accompanied by 
Hebrew captions. 

He soon became Internationally 
famous as "Shalom of Safad" and 
was able to live in relative comfort. 
A number of Ills painttogs were 
reproduced by UNICEF for their 
greeting cards, and bis work is now 
in the collections of many 
museums.

Several soldiers cuid tZiree Beduin 
were injured. The Beduin were 
taken to Soroka Medical Centre in 
Beersheba for treatment. 

Police arrested one Beduin, wZio 
was accused of attacking soldiers 
with an axe, and were searching for 
a second tribesman. 


The trouble began on Thursday 
when army and Green Patrol 
representatives 'began clearing the 
area of Beduin flocks and 
evacuating tribesmen,, some of 
whom were said to have entered 
from the Sinai. The Green Patrol

Bareket named acting head 
of Customs and Excise

Held at the Brookdale Institute of 
Gerontology at the Hebrew Unlver* 
•ity's Givat Ram campus, the get* 
together marked the lOOib anniver- 
sary of the founding of the first 
Jewiah old age home in Palestine — 
the Neve Rorlm home — in the Old 
City in 1879. The home, which now 
has some 330 residents and serves 
as a teaching Institution for the un- 
iversity's School of Social Work, 
later moved to Its present site In 
Katamon. 

Sociologist Dr. Ya'acov Haviv 
predicted that the 66-plus age group 
would grow by 18 per cent and the 
78-plus age-group by 45 per cent in 
the coming decade. TUs will de* 
mand an Increase of 4,000 beds in 
old people's homes and hospital 
geriatric wards, and a 31 per cent 
increase In manpower, he added. 

Haviv called upon the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry together 
with other bodies to produce a five- 
year plan to deal with the expected 
increase In senior citizens. 


There are now some 70 old age 
homes In Israel, housing some 7,600 
oldtlmers, and another 6,000 be^ 
for old people in hospital gerlatnc 
wards. 

Participants at the symposium 
were told that only 23 per cent of the 
beds In geriatric wards and old 
people's homes are municipally or 
state owned and operated, and that 
private enterprise dominates the 
field. 

nils has led to a dominance of old 
age homes by special interest 
groups and by ethnic par- 
ticularism. While oldtlmers from 
Bulgaria can find places in a home 
set up fay the Bulg^an Immigrants 
Association, for example, and 
former Hungarians or moshavnlks 
in others built specially for them, 
wide sections of the public have no 
access to homes. In 1971 only 16 per 
cent of the residents of age 
homes were of Sephardi origin. 

Private dominance .of the field 
has led to a "runaway" market, in 
which the homes charge entrants 
hundreds of thousands of pounds in 
entry fees and tens of thousands of 
pounds fpr monthly upkeep, mak- 
ing them beyond reach for most 
IsraeU senior citizens and their 
families.

It all started in 1BT3 when he 
decided to buy the renting rights 
(land belonging to the ILA Is 
nationa] land and can only be 
rented), of a 22-dunom plot on the 
outskirts of Gedera, which was then 
let to Benjamin Cohen, of Rehovot. 

■ The rental contract of the Jewiah 
National Fund (the previous 
owners of the land, before it was 
transferred to the HA) provides 
that transfer of renting rights can 
be approved, if the lessee Is a Jew, 
if he plans to rent the land for non- 
spect^tive purposes, proposes to 
work the land, and receives the ap- 
proval of both the local council and 
the HA. 

Grelver fnlflUed all requirements 
but the lost and most Important. On 
this matter, he Infmmed the HA, 
brought them some legal papers 
which tfa^ requested, and was told 
by an official that everything was in 
o^er. nie requests and papers 
would be processed, he was told, 
they were only a technicality. 

• According to the contract, the 
lessee waa enUtled to construct a 
building no larger than 125 sq. m. 
for every five dunams of land. 

Informed that authorisation from 
the HA waa merely a procedural 
matter, he went ahead end applied 
for peimlulon to start building. 
The Local Council agreed, so did 
the civil defence authorities, the 
local fire-brlgcule, and the Health 
Ministry. The regional planning 
council also agreed, but it Informed 
wtw that he needed HA approval 

At the HA offices, be was again 
told not that bis request was being 
approved, that this was only a 
teehnleallty, and that eventually, 
his request to build would also be 
approved. 

Grelver's requests began In 1978. 
In 1975, when he had still received 
no reply from the ILA, he mode a 
wrong decision. Today, he is not- 
sure If he would again take such a 
decision. But, at the time, It seems 
that he felt It was all only a 
technical; procedural matter. He 
argued that many contractors start 
building houses long before receiv- 


ing all the necessary permits, and 
he didn't feel that he was breaking 
the law In the true sense of the 
word, since he hod received ap- 
provaJ from all sources other than 
the HA. 

But the HA seems to have viewed 
this as a serious breach of the law. 
RTthout recelvlngtbeir approval of 
the transfer of the land, he had no 
renting rights, and he was, 
therefore. buUdIng on land to which 
he had no title. 

The regional planning council 
brought erimlnal charges against 
him for building without a permit. . 
The HA blight chargeain a civil 
suit. On the .lorlniinal charge, he 
waa given a year to tear down the 
house if he could ndt, meanwhile, 
reach agreement with the ILA. In 
all the legal battles, the HA stood 
firm that it wanted Grelver td tear 
down the house. 

Today, only days before the last 
extension Is due to e;q)ire, the HA 
la still firm In deman^ng that the 
^bouse be demolished. 

* Grelver and his lawyers have ex- 
plained to HA officials that thia 
cose differs from those of Arabs or 
others who systematically en- 
croach on state land. Be Insists that 
he paid for the transfer rights, has 
done everythin^in accordance with 
the law. Including turning to the 
ZLA, and that his only crime has 
been that he lost patience with the 
HA'S procrastination. 

(frelver says he is willing to com- 
pensate the HA as they see fit for 
this "crime." His lawyers' 
proposals include the purchase of 
non-HA land that he would give to 
the ILA in compensation: cedlxig 
the house to the HA. to whom he 
would pay a monthly rent on top of 
the rent lor the land; or makliig a 
one-time lump sum payment. The 
HA has allegedly not replied to any 
of these proposals. The house fo 
question has three storeys (base- 
ment, ground floor, and attic) , all In 
all it comprises about 380 square 
metres. The 120-sq.m. basement 
area la both a den for the children, 
and during the harvest periods, a 
packing house. 

nie building itself is now worth 
about IL2.26m.. but Its expensive- 
floor-tiles, .wallpaper, woll-tllea, 
water and electricity ina tiiUfttions 
would push the price much higher.

Grelver has also bought renting 
rights (also as yet lacking HA ap- 
proval) to two adjacent plots of 23 


dunams each (one. In the name of 
his father^ln.-law). 

Grelver told The Poet that on the 
third plot he decided to go entirely 
"by the book." The ZLA agreed to 
rent him the land If, within a year, 
he would plant It with trees. The 
Ministry of Agriculture which has 
to give a/permit to plarl the trees, 
told (Reiver that he could not plant 
the trees unUl he brings HA ap- 
proval. Meanwhile, the ILA wants 
to withdraw his rental right 
because he hasn't r'anted the 
trees I 

The other two plots are used for a 
pomegranate orchard and protea 
flower goMen. both for export. 
Grelver is “also Wading horses on 
the farm. 

Grelver Is proud of doing most of 
the work himself, together with his 
family. "If we take In some 
seasonal workers, they are usually 
local people from the area, and not 
Arabs from Judea, Samaria or 
(^a." he says. He also transports 
the goods himself to the airpe^ or 
to market. 

Because he lives on the outskirts 
of the town, Grelver also claims 
that he "stands guard" for the 
whole town : since he started living 
In the house, fruit thefts from the 
moshcv:-'f‘ ?-:harda h» ve 
as have the numbei of BeJuJr, 
some of whom bad been en- 
croaching on (Sedera's lands. 

The residents of Gedera have 
promised that they will again form 
a living wall aroimd the Grelver 
farm if bulldozers are called in to 
wreck the house. Residents of the 
local home for the blind have been 
saying special primers that the 
demolition order be revoked. 

The ICnesset recently moved to 
order owners of unauthorized 
buildings to demolish them 
themselves or go to jail for failing 
to do so. But it is impossible to 
order the HA to stop dragging its 
feet and instead streamline its ren- 
ting procedtires. 

Grelver claims that after last Oc- 
tober’s incident he was forced to 
sign a statement saying he would 
demolish his house. But Cohen, who 
was a witness, said that Grelver 
waa gdvBB ^ verbal promise by an 
HA official that within the 78-day 
stay of execution, the HA would 
reach an agreement with the fami- 
ly. The Poet has learned that HA 
officials now say that the only ques- 
tion is whether Grelver blzuelf 
demolishes the house, or whether 
the HA will do it for him.

TEL AVIV. — An aU-Ume one- 
sesslon turnover high was. es- 
tablished last week on the last day 
of the calendar year, when 
HiS53.5m. worth of Index-linked 
bonds were traded. Monday's 
record hlrtt volume was ascribed to 
massive purchases of index-linked 
bonds by the country's mutual 
funds.

The country '8 commercial-banks, 
anxious that shares end the year 
showing an annual yield as close as 
possible to the rise in the^eost-of- 
living Index, helped push up the 
prices of their shares on the last two 
seasions of the year. The big three 
banks all were able to point to an- 
nual yields In excess of 100 per cent. 
Hapoallm was up by 108.1 per cent. 
Bank Leuml by 104.4 per cent and 
IDB by 108.8 per cent. However, 
two second tier banks showed even 
better performances for 1979 — 
PTrst International Bank of larael 
shares were ahead by 11 B .1 per cent 


and United Mizrahi shares were up 
by 110.7 per cent. 

The share market, on the whole, 
began the new calendar year on a 
favourable note. Prices advanced 
smartly In the various areas of 
trading. 

An arbitrager's paradise has 
been created by the disparity 
between the prices of the American 
Israeli Paper Mills shares which 
are traded on tto Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange and AXPM shares traded 
on the American Stock Exchange. 
The American shares closed on Fri- 
day at 32.74. up 30.50 on the session. 
Ten of the locally traded shares, the 
equivflaent of'ime Ameriean~ib^. 
were valued just above 31.50 at the 
end of last week. The difference 
between the two prices, less com- 
mission expenses, represents Ihe 
arbitrager's gain. Mot all of the 
American Israeli Paper Mills 
shares traded, on the local exchange 
are suitable for the arbitrage 
process, however. Those which 
were Iswed as the result of conver- 
sion of 'warrants are not suitable. 
This has put a crimp In the very 
lucrative arbltraglng transaetUnui 
and, as a result, one local commer- 
cial bank stopped accepting ar- 
bitrage orders early last week.

On Wednesday, the first trading 
day of 1980, the Dow Jones average 
of 80 industrial stocks fell 14.1?

gainers on the New York Stock Ex- 
change (NYSE). 

' Gold, traditionally viewed as a 
refuge in times of uncertainty by 
many ESuropean and Middle East 
Investors, jumped more than 3100 to 
a record 3635 an ounce In just two 
days, before losing ground late in 


the week on profit-taking. 

Spurred by gold, precious metals 
stocks also climbed sharply, then 
fell back by late in the week as the 
broader market scored its best gain 
in the hoUdasr-shortened week on 
Friday. 

The Dow Jones average of 80 inr 
dustrlal stocks posted on 8.53 gain 
on Friday, but still ended the week 
with a net loss of 10.07 points at 
828.84. 

The NYSE composite index 
showed a net loss Jl to end the 
week at 61.17. 

Meanwhile, the American Stock 
Exchange Market Value Index fell 
2.06 to 243.55 during the week. 

Trading volume picked up con- 
siderably, including a 50 million 
share day on Hiursday which rank- 
ed as the tenth busiest day In NYSE 
history. For the week, big board 
volume averaged 40.43m. shares, 
up from 27.49m. shares in the 
previous week.

Thousands of Rhodesian 
guerrillas leave bush 


UUCHXNJIKX, Rhodesia. — 
Thousands of Patriotic Front 
guerrillas left their bush hideouts 
and made for cease*flre assembly 
points across Rhodesia yesterday, 
after e3q>lratton of ^ deadline for 
them to assemble in monitored 
areas. 

British military headquarters in 
Salisbury said 17,000 guerrillas had 
checked in at the 39 rendezvous and 
assembly points by mid-aftemoon 
yesterday — an increase of 10,000 in 
24 hours. 

While the guerrilla turnout seem- 
ed much higher than anticipated, 
outgoing prime minister Abel 
Musorewa said he did not believe 
moat of the guerrillas had reached 
the assembly points. 

Muzorewa said la a radio inter- 
view that many of the men who had 
reported hi were guerrilla 
collaborators who had been armed 
by the Patriotle Front, while many 
guerrillas themselves remained in 
the bush. 

The sudden influx of guerrillas — 
some in tattered civilian dress and 
baseball caps, others in well-worn 
uniforms and hats, severely taxed 
the ability of the Commonwealth 
force to transport them from 
rendezvous points to assembly 
points. 

An informed Commonwealth 
source said the British, who 
masterminded the truce in the 
seven-year war, view the guerrilla 
turnout as a “remarkable 
achievement." Zn the British view. 


In the year before Rhodesia's 
former white leaders declared un- 
ilateral independence in iflOB, 
British . trade with the colony 
produced a £SOnx. surplus and Bri- 
tian was its biggest trading 
partner. 


Fighting by ‘Free Khmer’ 
empties Thai refugee camp 


NONG SAMET. Thailand iAP), — 
The Nong Samet refugee settle- 
ment along the Kampuchean 
border was virtually empty of Its 
nearly ^.000 inhabitants yester- 
day as yaang guerrillas j^trolled it. 
fli^ig into the air, one day after an 
outbreak of fighting. 

Thai military authorities said 12 
Kampuchean civilians and four 
Kampuchean fighters were killed in 
the battle. The Red Cross said 80 
wounded people were taken to the 
nearhy refuse camp of Khao I 
Dang for treatment. 

The refugees scattered into 
Thailand and Kampuchea Friday 
when guerrillas from the 
neighbouring settlement at Ron 
Mark Moon attacked In an apparent 
bid for control by their leader. Wan 
Saren. 

A leader of the evacuated camp 
said yesterday that Wan Saren’s 
men had come to help drive out in- 
filtrators from the communist 


Khmer RoQ^ and bad then turned 
on the Rong Samet guerrillas 
themselves. 

The two settlements, which are 
not organlMd under either Thai or 
international au^cas, are under 
the control of armed men who call 
themselves "Free Khmer" antt- 
Communlsts. 

Guerrillas from both I^ee Khmer 
factions, many appearing no older 
than 14 years of age. patrolled thef 
deserted camp yesterday, firing 
their guns sporadically. 

About 50 Western medical 
workers were evacuated whenjthe 
fighting broke out, and tent 
iH^itsls and a Red Crass medical 
van were looted and vandalised 
yesterday. 

About 5,000 of the evacuees took 
shelter in Khao 1 Dang, which 
already houses more thu 80,000 
refugees some 200 km. east of 
Bangkok and 12 km. firom the Kam- 
puchean border. ' 


Sailor scuttles anti-whaler 
to keep it from enemy’ 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — A Cana- 
dian seaman says he scuttled a 
whale conservation ship in the Por- 
tuguese port of Leixees last week 
because be didn't want to leave the 
vessel "in the bands of the enemy." 

The British-registered Sea 
Shepherd had been impoimded at 
Leixoes,. the harbour of Oporto, 
since it was escorted in by the Por- 
tuguese navy after ramming an 
alleged pirate whaler last July. 

Skipper Paul Watson, 29, said he 
had bought the British-registered 
Sea Shepherd with fimda provided 
jointly ^ Britain's Royal Society 
for the -Prevention of Cruelty to 


Animals and the New Tork-based 
Fund for Animals for use in an anti- 
whaling campaign. 

He said he scuttled the converted 
trawler on New Year's Eve because 
"Just like in wartime, you dont 
leave that amount of money in the 
hands of the enemy." 

Watson, spealdbg^ by telephone 
from Los Angeles, admitted that 
the Sea Sheph^ had disabled the 
Qypriot-reg^tered Oshiag vesael 
Sierra by ramming it twice off 
Leixoes, He described the Slezn as 
a pirate whaling vessel that had 
"killed everything that moved for 
10 years." 


Book says Error Flynn was Nam spy 


NEW YORK (AP) . A soon-to-be- 
published book alleges that movie 
hero Shrol Flynn was actually a 
Nazi spy who manipulated former 
U.S. first lady Eleanor Roosevelt to 
help protect a German agent. 

The book, "Errol Flynn: ^le Un- 
told Story," is to be published in 
April by Doubleday. and is based on 
18 months of research and S.CMO 
declassified government 
documents, according to author 
Charles Migham. 

Higham says Flynn’s activities 
on behalf of the Nazis were known 
to the U.S. government, and the 
swashbuckling star of such films as ' 
"Captain Blood" and "Robin 
Hood" almost lost his citizenship. 

Hlgbam claims that Flynn was 
raised in an anti-Semitic and anti- 
British home, and was fascinated 
by Nazism as a young man in 
Australia. Be says Flynn — known 
for his brushes with the law and his 
extensive uae of alooboJ and drugs 


— was once charged with murder, 
and was saved frem the hangman's 
noose by the intervention of a Euro- 
pean dMtor who later became a 
German spy. 

Much of Flynn’s activity as a spy, 
Higham said, involved protecting 
that doctor. At one point. In March 
of 1940, the doctor was about to be 
arrested, a move that would have 
put Flynn's career fo jeopardy, ac- 
Gor^g to Higham* 

Higham says Flynn sought out 
Eleanor Roosevelt while she was on 
a campaign stop in Miami. Char- 
ming her and appealing to her sym- 
pathies for the underdog, he con- 
vinced her to intervene tw the doc- 
tor and himself.

U.S. defence chief arrives 
In China for military talks 


PRETORIA (Reuter). — Black 
guerrillas armed with hand 
grenades and assault rifles at- 
tacked a police station In northern 
Transvaal Friday nl^t, police said 
yesterday. 

niey said two black .constables 
were sitting on the veranda of the 
station in Soekmekaar, north of 
Pieteraburg. when three men who 
had walked by suddenly opened fire 
with Soviet-made AK-47 rifles. The 
men threw three hand grenades 
into the police station and two ex- 
ploded, but nobody was Injured in 
the attack. 

It was the fourth attack on the 
South African' police in less than 
nine montba. iMBt May gunmen at- 
tacked a Soweto police station, kill- 
ing a black constable and wounding 
five otheQ. 


PEKING (AP). — U.8. Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown arrived In 
Peking lost night for ei^t days of 
Sino-.American military talks after 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
declared a tougher American 
policy toward the Soviet Union and 
its actions in Afghanistan. . 

On his first trip fo the 

American security leader was 
welcomed at Peking airport by 
Vice-Premier Geng Biao, 
■eeretary-general of the commis- 
Sion on miUta^ afC&lrs, and the 
deputy chief of genera] staff, Wti 
Xluquan. 

The Chinese turned out an honour 
guard of army, navy and air force 
men, a special mark of respect 
usually reserved for chiefs of state 
or the equivalent. 

Carter's reaction to Soviet armed 
intervention in neighbouring 
Afghanistan was a topic certain to 


be high on the agenda of Brown’s 
talks with Chinese leaders. 

The ofilcial Xinhua news agency 
carried a detailed report on 
Carter's speech announcing the 
measures. Including a complete 
halt of shipments of U.S. high 
teclmology to the Soviet Union and 
curtailment of American grain 
sales. 

With China facing the Soviets 
along a long border In the north and 
what China sees as a Soviet agent — 
^etnam — in the south, the Chinese 
have been especially strident in 
denouncing the Soviet acting in 
-Afghanistan, also seen as a threat 
to another Chinese western border 
neighbour — Pakistan. 

Brown begins talks tomorrow 
with Chinese leaders including 
Communist Party chairman Hua 
Guofeng and Senior Ifiee-Premler 
Deng Xiaoping. 


That was followed in November 
by an attack on another Soweto ata- 
tlon In which two policemen were 
killed and two people wounded.

Oh the fifth ballot, with 96 votes 
required for election, Colombia got 
72 votes, the most it has received 
since began October 26. 

On the final count of the day, 
however, the 154th, Colombia 
dropped to 89 and Cuba moved up to 
74. 

There was no Indication that the 
Soviet intervention In Afghanistan 
affected the outcome. Voting last 
Monday, after Soviet troops were in 
Kabul, showed no significant 
change from earlier rounds. But the 


U.S., USSR and their respective 
allies were divided, each side try- 
ing to assure another sympathetic 
member. 

Some delegates said the vote may 
have been a tactical move by some 
countries to force Gbba to consider 
splitting the two-year term on Uie 
council with Colombia* a suggestion 
it had been rejecting. 

The General Assembly elects five 
non-permanent members to 
. Security Council every year for a 
two-year term. Niger, Tunloia, the 
Philippines and East Germany 
were elected to replace Gabon, 
Nigeria, Kuwait and 
Czechoslovakia for the term that 
began on January 1. 

Cuba and Colombia are seeking 
to take Bolivia’s place in the fifth 
seat. The five other non-permanent 
members of the council, whose 
terms have another year, are 
Bangladesh, Jamaica, Norway, 
Portugal and Zambia. The perma- 
nent members of the eounell are 
Britain, China, France, the Soviet 
Union and the U.S.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — U.S. 
-President Jimmy Carter on BViday 
authorized the development of a 
new medium-priced flg^r plane 
for escort.

Potential customers include both 
Pakistan and Egypt, but a senior of- 
ficial said she <Ud -not believe the 
president's decision was part of 
U.S. efforts to bolster its friends in 
the Middle East because of crises 
over Iran and Afghanistan. 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — India’s 
general elections end today with no 
guarantee that a clear wiimer will 
emerge from the voting. 

Former premier Indira Gandhi, 
trying to regain power after 38 
months in opposition, is widely ex- 
pected to flni^ ahead of her rivals. 

•But predictions are that neither 
her Congress (1) Party nor the op- 
position Janata Party led by Jag^ 
jlvan Ram win win an abaolute 
majority in the 544-seat lower house

What will happen next will de- 
pend on how much support the two 
rides can muster from smaller par- 
ties. 

More than 200 million people out 
of a total electorate' of 861 million 
are' eligible to vote today in the two- 
part election. 


IMissing oilmen 
located in Iraq 


NAIROBI. — Joy Adamson. 69. who 
won international fame as the 
author of "Born Free," was killed 
by a wild lion in Kenya's Shaba 
game reserve on Thursday night. 

Ellis Monks, cfo official of the 
World Wlldlifo Fund in Kbnya. said 
-Adamson was walking about lOO 
metres outside her camp in the 
reserve when the attack occurred 
at dusk on Tbursd^, abimt 7:30 
p.m. 

Monks sold there was no sound 
and the body was diaoovered a few 
minutes later by a search party 
formed when she fafled to return. ' 

Hb said it was -Adamson's custom 
to take a atroU alone at the end of 
the day. 

She and her Brittsh-Irlsh hus- 
band, George, a retired game 
warden whom ahe married in 1944, 
had devoted themselves to 
rehabilitating wild animals born or 
raised in captivity for a return to 
life In the wilds. 

She set down their ea^eriences In 
many books, illustrated with her 


own photographs or paintings. 
These included the internationri 
best seller "Bom Free," about 
tbeir tz^ning a pet limiess* Elsa, 
for survival in the bush and iq;>en 
fields of Kenya’s Meru natfoari 
park. 

Monks said it was presumed that 
a lion attacked her because Uoos 
had beeta seen in the area and her 
body bore the marks of an attack bj 
a large oat. 

Oie had largely completed work 
on a leopard rehabilitation project 
that was sim ilar to her pioneering 
studies in “Bom BYee,” before she 
was killed. 

She had been at Shaba, 280 km 
north of Nairobi, for 18 months and 
had successfully bred Pexwy, a 
tame female leopard, with a wild 
male. 

Funeral plans were not Im- 
mediately annotmeed. She had said 
she wished to be cremated. The 
Adamsons bad no children. Her two 
previous marriages '- ended in 
divorce. (AP, UPI) 


France: No uranium in Libya, Pakistan 


F.ARIS (Reuter). — BVance on Fri- 
day denied that uranium mined by 
B’xtskch companies in Niger had 
been sold or hijacked to Pakistan 
and Libya. 

"Not a single ursnium 'yellow 
coke’ nugget has foimd its way to 
Pakistan or Ubya, ” French Atomic

The Atomic Energy Commission 
oversees uranium operations in 
Niger and holds 27 and 84 per cent 
sh^s in two mining groups there 


through Its subsidiary, the French 
company Cogema. 

SuppJIes of uranium to 
shareholders which include Italy, 
West Germany and Italy, as well as 
France, Niger and private French 
companies, are guaranteed, but 
sales to third parties were subject 
to International control, commis-

Pecqueur said 0>gema bad not 
delivered any uranium supplies to 
Tripoli or Islamabad, but Niger bad 
legitimately sold supplies of the 
nuclear concentrate to both coun- 
tries.

Sudan says it cracked anti-Islam plot 


KHARTOUM (AP). — A secret 
Swias-run organization operating 
an anti-Iriam campaign baa been 
uncovered by the Sudanese 
authorities, the Sudanese daily "A- 
Sahafa" reported yesterday.

toum director, but their names and 
nationalities were not made 
available. One of them is believed 
to be a CathoUe missionary," “A- 
Sahafa" said. 

In an editorial on the zubject, "A- 
Sahafa" called on the Mozlam na- 
tion to reunite, to confront the 
"atheist, imperialist and hegemony 
circles which are fi gh ting a bitter 
war to break Islam and Impede its 
progress." 


MEXICO CITY (AF). — Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo, reac- 
ting to U.S. criticism of his coun- 
try's latest oil price hike, said on 
Friday that Mexico would not be 
told what to do with its oil. 

The U.S. State Department called 
tbe price hike "unjustified" and the 
Mexican press gave front^mge play 
to American displeasure over the 
Increase. 

"Nobody is going to tell us what 
to do with that which is ours just as 
we don't tell others what to do with 
that which Is theirs. That's the 
golden rule,” Lopes Portillo told 
leaders of an oil workers’ union at 
the National Palace. 

-The price hike sent the price of a 
barrel of Mexican crude from 824.60 
to 882. The U.S., Mexico's largest 
oil customer, boys about 440,000 
barrels a day from this country. 

Meanwhile, Kuwait raiaed the 
price of Its liquified petroleum gas 
by 14 per cent yest^ay, retroac- 
tive to January 1, aa oil ministry 
spokesman there announced.

WASHINGTON. -> In a move sure 
to anger some porta of the scientific 
community and many members of 
Congress, the Carter administra- 
tion plans to halt construction of a 
massive research project to 
produce fusion energy using laser 
tight. 

The 8200m. project, known os 
Nova, was begun last year at the 
Lawrence Livermore Laboratory 
at the Unlverelty of Califoraia, 
where it is being built to 
demonstrate that the world's most 
powerful laser can be used to 
generate the lOO-mllllon-degree 
heat needed to fuse atomic nuclei. 
Such fusion, if it can be begun and 
sustained, produces more energy 
than it eonaumes, and is potentially 
a limitless source of energy for 
mankind. 

Sources inside the administration 
said the White House Office of 
Management and Budget has decid- 


ed to cut off finding for Nova in the 
coming fiscal year. The Depart- 
ment of Ebergy had asked 0MB for 
860m. in fiscal 1981 to continue con- 
struction, a request OMB denied 
last weelr after months of internal 
debate, , 

Nova was to be built in phases, 
the first consisting of a new target 
chamber to house the tiny pellets of 
hydrogen fuel and eontidn enor- 
mous temperatures reached when 
the fuel is struck by the laser tight. 
It was also to have a new laser 
"gun" to achieve higher enex^es 
that had ever been reached before, 
'nils phase was to cost 8186m. and 
was scheduled for completion in 
late 1882. 

Fusion is described by many 
scientists as tbe answer to the 
energy crisis. The same process the 
sun uses to create beat and light, fu- 
sion requires temperatures from 50 
mllUon to 100 million degrees to be 
able to work.

SAN SALVADOR (AP), — Heavily 
armed civilians attacked the 
National Guard central head- 
quarters in Eti Salvador's capital on 
Friday. The attack waa followed by 
sporadic gun battles in adjacent 
streets that lasted close to an hour, 
witnesses said. 

A guard spokesman aald two 
civilians, ndiom he Identified as 
guerrillas, were killed la the 
shooting and two guardsmen were 
wounded, one seriously. 

None of the one dozen guerrilla 
groups operating in El Salvador 
claimed responslbltity for the at- 


tack. 

Radio Sonora, a local station 
reporting with a mobile imit from 
the scene of the shooting* said 
military helicopter gunships circl- 
ed the area. It said the National 
Guard had warned all citizens to 
stay off the streets because 
guaitismen planned to launch "a 
clean-up operation" to flush out 
snipers allegedly hiding in private 
homes. 

Guardsmen riding small ar- 
moured vehicles led the sweeping 
operation while traffic was cleared 
off the streets.

Black majority? 

The answer given by the At- 
likanera I spoke to lies in tbe 
pursuit of a two-pronged crash 
programme: develop the separate 
Black homelands on a more 
realistic, geographically con- 
solidated. basis, which would 
guarantee minimal economic and 
political viability, and use South 
Africa’s phenomenal riches to 
"uplift" the remaining urban 
Blacks in the hope of defusing out- 
bursts of racial violence. 

Can Botha pull It off? 

In attempting to answer this ques- 
tion. most attention to date has 
been paid to the need to mobilise 
the support of Whites for what they 
would consider a mind-boggling 
reversal of racial and eennomle 
policies. My guess would be that 
containing the very real potential 
for a White backlash will prove to 
be the least of Botha’s problems. 

The new Afrikaner p^tieal elite 
has one big advantage in this area: 
the very distinct tendency of the 
Afrikaners to trust and follow their 
leaders. I found among the average 
Afrikaners 1 met a readiness to 
accept the need for tough, formerly 
"unthinkable" policy changes if 
that was what their leaders con- 
sidered necessary, and an even 
more encouraging openness to the 
idea of establishing healthy — more 
equal and more dignified — per- 
sonal relations with Blacks. 

What 1 also found, however, was 
total (qipoaltlon to even the slightest 
reduction In living standards to ac- 
commodate the policy of uplifting 
the Blacks. 

Which Is the crux of the im- 
mediate problem. It is extremely 
doubtful whether South Africa has 
the money and the trained per- 
sonnel needed to raise the living 
standards and occupational levels 
of the masses of Blacks and 
Coloureds fast enough to create a 
non- White stratum with enough of a 
stake in the system to keep violence 
In cheek. What is certain is that 
even a beginning cannot be made In 
that direction without seriously 
affecting the living standards of the 
Whites. 

THERE IS absolutely no IndlcaUon 
that even the most liberal, 
"enlightened" Whites will stand for 
a reduction In their level of 
material well-being.

"However, we are continuing with 
some basic work, such as pumping 
preservatives into the stonework." 

Directly across the road from 
Persepolis Is a distlntegratlng 
reminder of what Islamic 


revolutionaries such as RasulU con- 
sider to be the deposed Shah’s ex- 
travagance. This Is “Tent City," 
the 60 blue and brown circular tents 
designed In the ancient Persian 
sl^e and a "big top" tent of 8,000 
square metres, all constructed for 
the 1971 ceremonies marking 2,600 
years of the Persian monarchy. 

Water now drips through the 
plasticised canvas roof of the main 
tent, where 60 heads of state dined 
during the two days of celebration. 
The water Is beginning to rot the 
thick blue and white Persian carpet 
that covers the entire area, and It 
splaahes on to the snake-Uke dining 
table and the pale blue . velvet 
chairs, each embossed with the Im- 
perial Insignia of two Uons bearing 
scimitars. 

Rat poison has been placed on 
pieces of paper in comers of the 
tent used by Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince PhlUp, which, 
like all the other tents, has been 
unused since the commemoration. 
Every day veiled women sweep the 
carpets and dust the antique fur- 
niture. Nothing has been van- 
dalized. 

The bedroom walls in the Shah's 
private tent are garishly decorated 
with bright blue peunrot motifs. 
There Is a similar vulgar ex- 
travagance about the bathroom. 


with its gold-plSited taps and shower 
fixtures, and gold-plated, ad- 
justable mirror. In which the 
monarch could admire himself 
while bathing. 

THE SHAH had plans to turn "Tent 
City" into a casino. Since the 
revolution it has been guarded from 
looters by gendarmes. Caretaker 
Mohammed JallaU, an elderly man 
in a brown striped suit, carefully 
secures each tent by wrapping wire 
round the door handles, tightening 
it with pliers. He explains that the 
site is being maintained by a 
French company. 

"Soon it Is going to be ruined 
completely," he says, "but X have 
no instructions to do other than 
keep the tents clean. The canvas la 
beginning to rot, but It requires 
specialized treatment, and we don't 
have the knowledge." 

Ten minutes' walk away stands 
the Darius Hotel, which still 
employs 178 people, although there 
are now no guests at all. The hotel 
was built for the 1972 ceremony, 
and for around $80 you can stay in 
the royal suite. 

The water In the swimming pool 
Is green with algae, and a rusting 
circular shell Is all that is left of the 
swimming pool bar. But the hotel 
rooms are kept In Immaculate con- 
dition, the lawns are mowed and 
watered, and the crockery and 
cutlery In the dining room are 
dusted every day.

She nao 
ntltndnd a parly earlier that even- 


ing given by literary magazine 
editor Emma Tennant, sister of 
millionaire aristocrat Colin Ten- 
nant. who owns the Caribbean holi- 
day island of Mustique. 

Colin Tennant’s son, Charlie, who 
has admitted to past heroin addic- 
tion, voluntarily visited the police 
during the Inquiries. The Inquiries 
failed to establish whether anyone 
had been In the flat when Natalia 
died or who had supplied the heroin. 

Weeks later, two worried 
mothers met a senior Home Office 
official and the head of Scotland 
Yard's drug squad, Dctcetivc Chief 
Superintendent John Smith, in a 
Kensington flat to swap informa- 
tion. But it led to little follow-up: 
policemen trying to make sense of 
the leads drew the conclusion that 
Ihc parents were lukewarm about 
having their children’s friends in- 
vestigated. 

SOME PARENTS allege that a 
more disturbing reason lies behind 
their refusal to go to the police. 

One tilled woman with royal 
family connections received an 
anonymous letter days after she 
had supplied the police with ail the 
information she had on heroin- 
(iiMiing among her children’s con- 
ti-Diporurlc.s. 

The letter threatened that her 
youngest children would be hurt if 
she uo-operated any further with 


the police. ’The woman Is convinced 
the writer of the letter could only 
have known enou^ to write It from 
a police leak. 

Deals are made in the white por- 
tlcocd terraces of Chelsea, Iten- 
slngton and Belgravia and preced- 
ed by calls to Jealously guarded 
numbers. Many of the dealers ore 
Iranians who came to Britain after 
the fall of the Shah and are highly 
suspicious.

One pallid-faeed 19-yeor-eld 1 
spoke to had spent much of the 
summer visiting a psychiatrist and 
taking pills to unhook her from her 
habit. She lived with her mother 
and stepfather In a plush flat block 
south of Kensington High Street. In 
a self-pitying monotone, she recited 
n short, pathetic history of self- 
deceptions. 

"I took most things, but not 
smack. Gradually you get to know 
who’s on it and who’s not. Thc^r 
eyes go all small, and they scratch 
a lot when they’ve taken It. 

“I went to a house where there 
were three of us friends, and one 
guy laid out three lines on a mirror. 
They both took some and one said: 
‘You've got to have the third one. 
because if you don’t, 1 will and I’ll 
have had too much,' So I took it. 
You can do anything when you’ve 
taken It, you feel Incredibly seif- 
con fideni. 

"One time ! took It with a needle. 
I had this incredible fear of them, 
and I thought that if I fixed up with 
a needle it would hurt and pul me 
off ii. Rut it didn’t. It enters the 
blfiodslrcam foster and you gel the 
‘niHh.' You need less smack, too."

racial struggle but also a clash 
between "haves" and “have-nots." 

Observers who come to 1 * 
conclusions usually go on to predict 
a total breakdown of South Africa 
and a descent Into major racial 
violence In the next few years. I do 
net share that view, largely 
because of my impression of the 
preponderance of power In tbe 
hands of the Afrikaner regime and 
even more of its unquestioned 
determlnatloD to use it If need be to 
stem the development of urban 
racial violence or even of guerrilla 
warfare Rhodesian style. South 
Africa will not be another 
Rhodesia. 

It Is Ironic, but it may well be that 
an "enlightened" Afrikaner regime 
bent on fairly rapid dismantling of 
the more egregious aspects of 
apartheid will be the one to conduct 


a major eampoign of armed repres- 
sion against South African Blacks. 
The reasons for the possible 
development of such a paradoxical 
situation lies in the raising of Black 
expectations to a level toot can only 
lead to uncontroUable frustration. 

If such a situation does indeed 
develop, another alternative will 
remain, albeit one that today is un- 
acceptable to any of the eontexidlng 
groups: the pineal partition of the 
country into separate Black and 
White states. 

Studies of a hypothetical partition 
of South Africa have been con- 
ducted IN the past. They concluded 
that it would te possible to draw a 
line dividing the country Into a 
southern area Including nearly all 
of Cape Provinee with small parts 
of the Orange Free State and 
sUvexs of Transvaal, into an area 
with a White majority together with 
a large Integrated Coloured minori- 
ty. and a Black state or states that 
would keep most of Transvaal (with 
Johannesburg, Pretoria and mOst 
of the gold mines) , the O.F.S. and 
all of Natal. 

'niE IDEA is -80 extreme as to be 
truly mind-boggling. The major 
argument adduced against parti- 
tion is that Whites and Blacks have 
become .so economically in- 
terdependent as to make any simp- 
ly geographic partition totally un- 
feasible. The world's experience, 
however, has often been that racial 
and ethnic tensions once they get 


out of cheek tend to transcend 
questions of economic feasibility. 

If Botha can pull off hla gamble, 
there will be no need to consider 
such extreme solutions. Whether or 
not he can pull U off will depend on 
hla readiness to conclude an agree- 
ment with a moderate Black 
leadership in support of a 
gradualist programme. Such an 
agreement could possibly have 
been concluded SO years ago, when 
the Afrikaner elite of that day set 
out on Itfl experiment with 
apartheid. Moderate Black leaders 
have subsequently either been jail- 
ed or exiled and a new generation of 
Blacks has been significantly 
radicalized. 

An agreement with a homeland 
leader like Buthelezi, who also has 
prospects of mobilizing the support 
of pragmatic minded urban Blacks 
concerned vrith bread-and-butter 
issues, would seem to be a precon- 
dition tor a modicum of success. To 
date. Botha and the Afrikaners 
have not shown any inclination to 
moke toe sort of concessions that 
would be required for the cemen- 
ting of such an agreement. 

White South Africa, with or 
without apartheid. Is not In danger 
of collapse in the immediate future. 
What should be clear however la 
that the doles vita that was White 
South Africa la on the eve of its 
demise.

Silkman expects to play 
for Maccabi on Saturday

LONDON. — Manchester City foot- 
baller Barry Sllkman, 27, flies to 
Israel on Wednesday to begin a new 
career with Tel Aviv Maccabi. In 
on exclusive Interview with Tke 
Jeruitalem Pail, Sllkman said he is 
looking forward to the new 
challenge and Is hoping to help his 
new club win the lea^e title. He ex- 
pects to play his first game on 
Saturday. 

Silkman's deal with the Israeli 
Club has been described In the press 
here as "a loan deal for six 
months.'' But Sllkman said that this 
Is “not quite correct." 

“It Is and it Isn't a loan," he said. 
"I have signed a three-year con- 
tract but It will be reviewed at the 
end of the season." 

Silkman's visit to Israel last 
month to discuss the possibility of 
Joining Tcl Aviv Maccabi was his 
first visit. Sllkman, who Is Jewish 
and who played a great deal of 
amateur soccer in his early days 
with Jewish youth clubs in London, 
sold that he loved what be saw of 
the country, and that he intends 
taking Israeli citizenship. His 
non-Jewish girl-friend. Mandy, also 
said she is “tremendously" excited 
at the prospect of living in Israel. 

Sllkman has not seen any Israeli 
football, though he did train uith 
the Tel Aviv club when he came last 
month. "1 was very Impressed by 
the standard of Individual skills." 
he said. It compared "very well” 
with Manchester City standards. 


Sllkman has played with four 
English League clubs during his 
somewhat chequered career. He 
had been with Hereford, Crystal 
Palace tuid Plymouth before Join- 
ing City last year. Kc began at 
Maine Rood with a bang, scoring in 
his first game and showing great 
skills, but since then be hasn't 
played much In the Aral team 
season. 

How did he rate his chances of 
settling down with his new club? “I 
really don't know," he replied. “It 
depends how 1 settle down to my 
new style of life." 

In the early days of his 
negotiations with Tel Aviv Mac- 
cabi, Sllkman spoke to a former 
star of that club, Avl Cohen, now 
with Liverpool, and asked him for 
his advice. Cohen told Sllkman to go 
ahead with the move. 

Sllkman reckons that he has at 
least six more years of top-class 
football in him and is clearly hoping 
that they will be played in Israel. 
Wherever he ends bis playing days, 
however, he would like to continue 
working in the game as a coach or 
manager. The fact that he has no 
coaching qualifications doesn’t 
worry him. “I don’t think they are 
all that Important," he said. 

With the experience he has ac- 
quired In English football, both in 
the first division with Manchester 
City and In the lower divisions with 
his previous clubs, Sllkman should 
have learned enough to make a 
valuable teacher of the game when 
he hangs up hla boots. 


West Indies rocked by Aussies 

England in trouble in Test 


SYDNEY. — England was In 
desperate trouble at the close of the 
second day of the second cricket 
Test against Australia after their 
bowlers had earlier hauled them 
bock into the match.

PoUtica have plagued the Games 
before, leading some nations to 
withdraw their teams and othen to 
protest. Tbe Netherlands, Spain 
and Switzerland refused to par- 


ticipate in the 1956 Olympics in 
Melbourne, Australia, in protest at 
the Soviet Invasion of Hungary. 

The 1976 Games in Montreal 
became a politieal battleground 
before they opened. Some 30 
African and Asian nations pulled 
out In a racial dispute after deman- 
ding unsuccessfully that New 
Zealand be bsuined the com- 
petition because It had sent a rugby 
team to tour South Africa. 

Canada's then premier Pierre 
Snilott 'Dudeau, meanwhile, ruled 
Taiwan could not march in the 
opening parade or carry its 
national colours because Canada 
recognized the People's Republic of 
China as the true representative of 
the Chinese people. 

Polities In an even more serious 
fdrm marred the 1972 Games In 
Munich. Palestinian terrorists kill- 
ed two Israeli athletes in their 


quarters in the Olympic village and 
took nine others hostage. Violence 
at the airport as the terrorists 
attempted to flee left four of the 
terrorists, a policeman and all nine 
hostages dead. 

In most European nations, the 
government has no direct say over 
^Olympic participation. 

Jimmy Carnes, U.S. track and 
field coach, said if a boycott is a 
possibility "maybe tbey should 
start working to have the Games 
someplace else. I would definitely 
call for the president not to let this 
stop the Olympics." 

A1 Oerter, a four-time Olympic 
discus champion who is trying for a 
fifth gold medal, said, '"There are 
many things that could be done and 
should be done by tbe administra- 
tion so that a boycott seems to have 
no value at all." 


Unions have approved the three- 
month summer tour, opposed 'by 
anti-apailheid groups, and Scottish 
and Irish unions have indicated 
they back tbe tour. Leaders of the 
four groups are eiqwcted to formal- 
ly approve the tour when they meet 
In London today. 

Exten^ve repercussions ^can be 
expected' If the tour is approved 
with this year’s Moscow Olympics 
possibly affected. 

Only last month, African nations 
decided to press (or Britain’s eicclu- 
sion from the games If tbe Lions 
toured South Africa. 

Bob WeighiU, secretary of the 
English Rugby Union, said Friday 
that "the Rugby Football Union 
committee at a meeting in London 
decided to support the British Isles 
Rugby Union tour to South Africa in 
1980."

Confronting the Russians 


AMERICA’S TASK, Henry Kissinger wrote In the recent^ 
published memoirs of his White House Years, should be to main- 
tain the two pillars of policy towards the Soviet Union that, be 
claimed, former President Richard Nixon and himself began to 
build in the Moscow summit of 1972: “a willingness to confront 
Soviet esqiansionism and a simultaneous readhiess to mark out 
a cooperative effort." 

These might in fact be described as the twin pillars of the en- 
tire theory of detente, which bad its origins somewhat earlier. 
But it is true that detente received its biggest shot in the arms, 
as it were, with the conclusion of SALT 1 at that Moscow sum- 
mit. 

At the Kremlin's own Insistence, the two super-powers 
appended to the strategic arms limitations agreements also a 
set of Basic Principles that were to govern their relations. The 
very first principle, not surprisingly, was that of peaceful coex- 
istence. It spelled respect tor "sovereignty, equity, non- 
interference in internal affairs and mutual advantage.” 

Lest these fine words be construed as referring only to the 
signatories themselves, it was specifically provided that they 
applied to all countries, all of which "will not be subject to out- 
stoe interference in their internal affairs." 

Such mutual commitments by super-powers must; of course, 
be taken with a grain of salt. For these polities claim rights of 
competition for advantage in the world's “grey zones," and they 
have their spheres of influence in which, by the rules of the 
game, they are cdlowed preponderant control. 

In their vocabulary, non-interference might conceivably be 
deemed to be reconcilable with the Cb^an meddling — under 
Soviet auspices — in Angola and Ethiopia, and even perhaps 
with the earlier Soviet invasion otHungary and Czechoslovakia. 

But it cannot, by any stretch of interpretation, be made to 
cover the hijackihg of a neighbouring country that la not part of 
the super-power's post-war security belt. 

That is, as Britain’s Foretyn Secretary, Lord Carrington, has 
pointed out, the cz*ucial difference between the Soviet take-over 
of Afghanistan — and all previous cases of Soviet intervention In 
the internal affairs of foreign lands. That, too, is why President 
Carter was so shocked by this i&^mlin action — and by the 
brazen attempts to misrepresent it, and to explain it away. 

Perhaps Mr. Carter should have known better than let hiznsell 
be taken for a ride by Mr. Brezbnev. Perhaps he should have 
taken long before a healthy close look at the Soviets' "ultimate 
goals." Ibiving learned his lesson, however, he hastened to 
draw some conclusions. 

While it is premature to predict that they bode the resumption 
of the "cold war," it is clear that the orderof thenewday Istobe 
confrontation, not cooperation, with the Soviets. 

SALT n may not be wholly dead yet. but It certainly is mori- 


bund:' Since American aid, by way of the sale of grains and 


technology, has not shown Itself to produce a peaceful Russia, 
economic sanctions are decreed. And since Ruada seeks 
recognition and prestige, the Olympic Games may be 
boycotted. 

All this will not save poor A^hanlstan, which has already 
been given up for lost by Washington. Instead nearby Pakistan 
is being pledged all necessary assistance to repel any fuither 
Soviet expansion. 

Much more than the minimal programme so far outlined will 
be required if Soviet power ia to be effectively deterred. The 
Soviet high command baa lately demonstrated its ability to fly 
at will whole ^visions directly to any point in the Middle Eaat, 
The threat to the West's Jugular vein in this oil-soaked area is 
clear and present — the way from Afghanistan to South Yemen. 

Nothing less than a thorough reassessment of American 
strategy — both military, economic and political — • as it affects 
the area will give the Kremlin pause, and will force the fence- 
sitters among the states of the Middle East to sit up and for 
once, think. 


Shalom to a UN General 


TRUTH TO TELL, there has been little love lost over the years 
between Israel and most of the commanders of the various 
peace-keeping — or rather, until recently, truce-keeping — 
forces dispatched by the United Nations to the area. 

All too often these hardened military types would arrive on 
the scene with an already firmly established and barely con- 
cealed bias against Israel, and with totally wrong-beaded 
notions about the nature of their mission. Later, in their 
memoirs, they would blame their own nastiness on Israel’s 
allegedly devious intransigence. Yet even the particle of truth In 
the charge tended to be drowned in a sea of venom. 

HappUy, like all rules this one. too, has had its exceptions. A 
notable such exception was UNTBO’s first chief, Gen. William 
Riley, an American. The latest outstanding exception was the 
outgoing Chief Coordinator of UN Peace-keeping Ehrces, Gen. 
Bkisio SUlasvuo, a Finn, who only last week concluded his more 
than a decade-long stretch of service in the Middle East. 

If it can be said of Gen. Siilasvuo that he was a friend of Ivael, 
that is not because he uniformly, or even mostly, sided with this 
cotmtiy against her Arab neighbours. On the contrary, he never 
^ared Israel such criticism as he thought proper of its tactics 
and policies (which has not gone unappreciated in the Arab 
capltaia). 

But he leaves behind him a rich record of impartied Justice 
and of genuine cooperatioa In laying the foundations of Surable 
peace. That is the sort of friendship that Israel rightly craves 
and deserves. 

It is no secret that in carrying out bis duties Gen. Siilasvuo not 
infrequently ran into ofciposition from his political superiors. 
'Rius he received no encouragement from headquarters when 
he decided to take part in the Cairo peace conference, shortly 
after President Sadat's visit to Jerusalem. It is also no secret 
that, unlike Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, Gen. Siilasvuo 
did consider the Camp David "framework for peace" a positive 
contribution to a comprehensive Arab-lsrael settlement. 

This divergence of views between the grand panjandrums on 
the East River in New York and the Chief Coordinator bi the 
field was due perhaps as much to the fact that Gen. Siilasvuo 
framed his conclusions tlurough direct contacts with the parties, 
as to the fact that he did not colour them in accordance ^th the 
predetermined tallies of the UN voting machine. 

Gen. aUasvuo came to the azea first in 19S7, as a member at the 
Finnish contingent to the original UN Emergency Force 
(UNBF) . He returned to the Middle East in the mid-slaves and 
following his appointment as Chief Commander of UNTSO after 
the 2987 war, a succession of key military assigrunents led to his 
taking over command of UNEF n after the Yom Klppur War. In 
1975 be became Chief Coordinator of all UN peace-keeping 
forces In the region, including UNDOF in the Golan Heights. 

Last week, when he made his farewell call on Rav-Aluf ^fae! 
Eitan, Gen. Siilasvuo received the warmest tribute perhaps 
ever paid by an Israel chief-of -staff to a UN general. It was well 
merited.

Sir, ^ Mark Segal, In his article 
"Creeping Khomelnlam" 
(December 11), tries to establish 
that "rellgioua preasuw groups try 
to force their will on Israeli 
society." ffis TUtxif consists of a lew 
correct assertions Interspersed 
with a motley of eonfaaed, biased. 
and bigoted distortions. 

Mr. Se^'s plausible assertions 
concentrate on a condemnation of 
the "two-pronged assault on the 
prinriple of equality of all before 
the law" on the part of the religious 
parties, the N.R.P. and the Agvda. 
A cogent opposition to the two pen- 
ding piecea of legialation is a 
perfectly legitimate position for 
Mr. Segal to espouse. 

However, Mr. Segal inherently 
weakens his position ity Indulging in 
such epithets as "the norma of 
ehtetl bigotry." the foberent com- 
parison ot the Lubavltcher Rebbe 
With the Ayatollah Khomeini, and 
the coup de grace, “black-garbed 
storm-troopers from Mea 
She'arim." Mr. Segal's first and se- 
cond remarks betray hla obvious 
bias against anything religious, not 
stopping at the excesses of the 
Ncturvi Karta. but actually con- 
demxdng all "ultra-reUgious” Jews 
not sharing the Weltanachauung ot 
Mark Segal. His comparison of the 
reil^Qus consultations of the 
Lubavltcher Rebbe with the bar- 
barism of the Ayatollah Kbomefoi 
is a brazenly opportunistic state- 
ment, thoroughly inconsistent with 
the democratic ideal of religious 
freedom. 

Notwithstanding the previous In- 
accuracies and prejudices on the 
part of Mr. Segal, his third state- 
ment is most distressing; the 
equating of excesses by 
Jerusalem's rellgloua zealots with 


the actions of Hitler’s Nazi SA 
storm-troopers. This is an inex- 
cusable epithet, regardless of its 
target, since It is reminiscent of 
Soviet and Palestinian propaganda 
statements equating Zionism with 
Nazism. It would have sufficed for 
Mr. Segal to indulge In some Jour- 
nalistic sensitivity perhaps using 
the phrase "hlack-g^bed religious 
zealots" from Mea She'arim rather 
than the word storm-trooper. 

Mr. Segal’s use of offeaslve and 
misleading language man the con- 
structive point he had mode, tur- 
ning justified argumentations into 
mere ideological fulmination.

Mark Segal comments: Mr. Baron 
has jumped to conclusions about 
my outlook.

Just as there is ex- 
tremism and fascism abroad, so 
wc. too. regrettably have our own 
mindless perpetratora of violence 
for a cause, often sent into battle by 
men who hold the rabbinical 
smiefta. But any connection 
between them and Judaism's great 
humanistic heritage Is coinclden' 
tal. 

1 found it necessary to write 
about what I see as an evil threat to 
the fabric of our society ; not to pin- 
point it would, I believe, be an omis- 
sion of my civic duty. 


Sir, — It is with a profound sense 
of affection for my brothers and 
sisters, Jews who are members of 
Reform congregations the world 
over, that 1 pen these lines. And it is 
with a profound sense of outrage 
that I protest the assertions and 
suggestions of Alexander Schindler 
in an article in The Jerusalem Post 
December 12. 

In this article, it .Is proposed that 
an appropriate response to the ap- 
palling 40 per cent intermarriage 
rate of American Jewry Is a change 
in Judaism to render Jewish all 
children of these marriages who 
wish to be considered Jewish, 
without need for conversion. Since 
Jewish leaders of this type have 
long since been preaching the aboli- 
tion. abrogation, suppression and 
distortion, ot many aspects of 
JudaisRi, we should not be sur- 
prised by this further expression of 
the philosophy that Judaism Is 
defined by whatever a group of 
Jews feels like doing at a given 
time. 

I do not wlsb to elaborate on the 
mendacious assertloD that 
Rabbenu tSersbon’s long-term ban 
on marriage to more than one wife, 
for Ashkenazi Jewry, constitutes a 
change in Halocha. TliiB edit has 
expired, but Jews vohintarily 
refrain taking more than one 
wife today for traditional con- 
siderations. Sections of Oriental 
Jewry practiced polygamy until 
arrival in Israel and in no way con- 
travened Halaclia. Those familiar 


with authentic Judaism recognize 
for what they are such attempts to 
mobilize fictitious support for the 
abrogation of Judaism from within 
its own house. 

It is the alleged "reverence for 
the sensitiveness of Klal Yisrael. 
the Jewish People," in light of 
which the Conservative movement 
la invited by the author to support 
hla proposal, that causes the most 
pain. The practical effect of .this 
proposal la to cleave the Jewish 
people In two within one to two 
generations. It will create a class of 
individuala who sadly view 
themselves as Jewish, but with 
whom the large bulk of world Jewry 
will not intermarry. This sugges- 
tion is yet another example ot the 
irresponalbUity and cruelty which 
have been practiced by Reform 
leaders who advise un- 
knowledgeable. divorcing con- 
gregants ot the "irrelevance" of a 
gef — a Jewish divorce according to 
Halacha. The agonizing conse- 
quences of this advice are well- 
known. 

Alexander Scfafodler asserts "we 
are Klol Tisraei” fo addressing the 
Cbnservatlve movement, reading 
out ot Klal Tisraei the miUlons of 
Jews who hold dear the sanctity of 
Tora and make every effort to 
observe all its nvltcvol. Given the 
heart-rending fotermarriage rate 
to which he admita, we shall see in 
90 years who Indeed speaks for Klal 
Yisrael.
